1. The amendment filed 01/28/2005 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 in reply to the final 
rejection has NOT been entered.

The proposed amendment to claim 2 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The phrase "wherein the enzyme remains fixed to the 
nucleic acid at the original binding site throughout translation, the system operating in a 
manner such that cleavage of the nucleic acid does not occur" as recited in the 
amendment to claim 2 changes the scope of the claims and requires further search and 
consideration. With regard to claims 31 and 32, the removal of the phrase "a linker" 
changes the scope of the claim and requires further search and consideration. 

2. With regard to the applicants arguments directed to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
102, all arguments are directed to the newly amended claims. As discussed above, the 
amendments have not been entered and therefore the arguments are moot and will not be 
addressed.
